LOUISELLE, Ky., May 19.— Zev, 
Harry F. Sinclair’s brown colt—the 
horse that came back after finishing 
next to last in the $50,000 Preakness 
a week ago—today entered the rac­ 
ing hall of fame, when he won the 
forty-ninth Kentucky Derby before a 
crow’d of 75,000 persons, the greatest 
throng that ever witnessed a horse 
race in America. 
The little brown 
colt by the Finn-Miss Kearney, de­ 
feated twenty of the best three year 
olds in the nation, the largest field 
that ever started in the classic. 
Starting from tenth position from 
the Inner rail, Zev shot into the lead 
a few feet after leaving the barrier 
and led the field until the fall of the 
flag, crossing the wire a length and 
a half ahead of Martingale, owned hy 
J. S. Cosden. 
W alter J. Salmon’s 
Vigil, 
winner 
of 
the 
Preakness 
stakes, finished third, one length be­ 
hind Martingale. 
The race, at 
one 
and a quarter 
miles, was run over a track fast, the 
time being 
2:05 2*5, two 
seconds 
slower than the record for the event 
set by Old Rosebud in 1914. Nassau, 
owned by Frederick Johnson, pulled 
up in fourth place, by a nose, while 
Chittagong, owned by Mrs. John F. 
Hertz of Chicago, was fifth, a length 
back of Nassau. 
In the 
fighting 
bunch, 
back of 
Chittagong, came H arry Payne W hit­ 
ney’s 
Enchantment, ’who captured 
sixth place, while Rialto, owned by 
Mrs. Harry Payne Whitney, finished 
seventh.

Yet, thero are 
at least 25 places where chaplains

needed,

to

change in law is necessary for this, 
but th© congressional appropriations 
made will not permit additional ap­ 
pointments either in 1923 or 1924.

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THE “REVOLT OF YOUTH.” 
An old clipping from the New York Na­ 
tion which has turned up and which, judg­ 
ing from its appearance, is at least twenty 
years of age, tends to give the impression 
that they are mistaken who trace the so­ 
called “revolt of youth” to the world war 
and its heritages. 
It would appear that 
that “revolt” was incubating and a-coming 
a long time before the Germans concluded ? 
to have a try at world conquering, and that 
writers of popular brands of stories for 
boys and for girls were in large part re­ 
sponsible. 
Discussing these books, which 
flattered children into the belief that they 
were wiser and better than their elders and 
gave them a prodigiously exaggerted idea 
of their own importance, the Nation, per­ 
haps a quarter of a century ago, illuminat­ 
ingly observed: 
“A large part of the charm lies in 
the superiority under all circumstances 
of the youthful hero. 
His father, or 
guardian, or employer, is a grown man 
and, as such, either a fool or a tyrant 
preferably a little of each. 
The boy 
himself, from the first page, is exhib­ 
ited in the enviable act of doing or dar­ 
ing his elders at every possible turn. 
There is no danger for him in ‘sassing 
back/ No shingle is ever permitted to 
fall upon his sacred person; he is im­ 
mune from all the ills that a normal 
puerility is naturally heir to. In short, 
he is the kind of fellow a fellow would 
like to be. The same bauble of tri­ 
umphant adolescence is dangled be­ 
fore the fancy of the girl reader. We 
have been moved to these remarks by 
chance contact with a new story by a 
popular writer for girls. The heroine 
has always been downtrodden by a 
heartless and stingy 
mother. 
We 
have the advantage of admittance to 
the scene at the 
moment when the 
worm turns. After the first few pages 
we have nothing to fear for the daugh­ 
ter, who thereafter has everything her 
own way—a selfish, vain, saucy little 
prig, greatly admired, to all appear­ 
ances, by her creator.” 
And thus it is today. 
The 
“revolt of 
youth” has led our young folks far; afield j 
and the end is not yet. 
False standards 
have been raised, false 
ideas of amuse­ 
ment, false viewpoints as to life and its 
duties, and false ideals of happiness. None 
can say where all this will bring the com­ 
ing generations. 
The problem presented 
is one that demands the most serious con­ 
sideration of the best minds of the land. 


familiarizing themselves with conditions 
by personal investigation and study. 
The plan is impracticable. Anyhow, its 
adoption is too unlikely to be considered. 
But it is interesting on several counts. 
It 
is typical of the general dissatisfaction and 
the desire for 
change in governmental 
methods when things do not go to our lik­ 
ing. It is of a piece with the movement to 
devitalize our supreme court as an inter­ 
preter of the constitutionality of legisla­ 
tion by enabling congress to override that 
tribunal’s decisions. 
The \ anderlip plan is interesting, too, as 
a recognition of the fact that our foreign 
relations, formerly an academic question to 
the people as a whole, has become a vital 
issue, charged with practical significance. 
We can never again as a people be concern­ 
ed almost solely with our domestic affairs. 
That era was ended by a world war into 
which we were dragged and by ensuing 
complications, fringed with potential chaos 
that affect us directly, and especially our 
greatest industry, agriculture. 
The muddling of our foreign relations, 
however, is not a new thing. 
Woodrow 
Wilson was not our first president to be 
hamstrung by the senate in the manage­ 
ment of our foreign relations. 
Nationally 
we are acutely conscious of that event, be­ 
cause of its dramatic setting and the sor­ 
did motives back of it and because of its 
bread-and-butter effect. 
But Wilson’s ex­ 
perience was that of his predecessors. The 
poise of John Hay, most urbane of our sec­ 
retaries of state, wilted under the heckling 
and demagogy of the senate, which pro­ 
voked him to petulant and severe censure. 
The simple truth is that our senate, instead 
of being a helpful associate of the presi­ 
dent in the business of foreign relations, 
has been a chronic obstructive antagonist. 
The remedy, however, does not lie in rip­ 
ping the constitution into shreds as Van- 
derlip proposes. It is not necessary to over­ 
throw our present government and set up 
a new form, as Vanderlip, unwittingly, ad­ 
vocates. 
The machinery of our govern­ 
ment is adequate to its needs provided the 
people take that interest in affairs which 
the franchise empowers and obligates them 
to take. 
If the executive and senate are 
not conducting our foreign relations satis­ 
factorily (and 
manifestly they are not) 
the sound remedy is to be had in the elec­ 
tion of an executive and senate that will 
be equal to the task. 
The ballot is the cure for incapacity in 
our government wherever that incapacity 
appears. If we do not exercise the power 
of the ballot wisely and effectually, then 
our government must fall. Intelligence, 
discrimination and active participation at 
the polls—it is upon such assumptions that 
our representative democracy is predicat­ 
ed. 
There can be no substitute for those 
indispensables.

Every 
year and a half, on the average, the forces 
have taken the field, dating from the War 
of Independence to the World War of 
1917. 
While it is true that many conflicts de­ 
scribed 
by Secretary Weeks as “wars” j 
were in reality little more than skirmishes,: 
it is surprising to note the regularity with I 
which the clouds of war have hovered over 
the nation. With a nation of less peaceful 
people than ours, the number of conflicts 
would undoubtedly have been greater, for 
the American, as none 
else, 
knows the 
folly of force. His observation of the cha­ 
otic conditions in Europe have impressed 
upon him the futility of the sword, which 
may achieve a temporary victory only to 
see it slip from the grasp of the conquering 
power.

than to become the adviser of the 
league?" 
After emphasizing that the same 
close relations 
as existed 
between 
the department of Justice 
of the 
United States government and its en­ 
tire administration, also existed be- 
Uween the

and the 
League of Nations, Mr. Borah assert­ 
ed “the attitude 
in 
which we are 
being placed towards the league In 
being its advisor and yet professing 
being against the league, puts us in 
an intolerable position. 
“With all due respect to those who 
hold a different opinion, it seems to 
me to be a wholly immoral position. 
“You can see at once that the po­ 
sition is an impossible one," Senator 
Borah continued. “You cannot serve 
good and evil at 
the same 
time. 
You cannot be opposed to the league 
because it is dangerous, and favor 
the court because it is good, for the 
reason that the court cannot exist 
without the league." 
Reviewing recent developments In 
Europe, 
Senator 
Borah 
asserted 
events had shown the League of Na­ 
tions had not put a stop to wars. 
The men who brought on the great 
World war, he said, “had produced 
more than twenty wars since 
the 
league was organized." 
“I do not see how you are going 
to stop war, or even check war. un­ 
til you outlaw* war, make war as an 
institution for the settlement of in­ 
ternational disputes 
a crime 
and 
hold responsible those w*ho foment 
wars," the senator said.

Nations not only had failed of its pur 
pose. but had, in an indirect way.
